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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states Dolin is not related to software 
framework planning. Dolin's invention is related to the art of software framework planning. Dolin states "it is an object of the present 
inventions to provide simplified installation and network maintenance" (col.4 lines 21-32). Further, Dolins states the invention is use to 
optimize performance. Applicant states Dolin does not teach the use of a source target relationship. Dolin teaches the use of a source 
target relationship (col. 4 lines 39-50; col. 18 lines 20-26; col. 18 lines 52-60;col. 22 lines 30-45; col. 57 lines 37-67). Applicant states 
Molloy does not teach the use of a receipt message prior to completion of computations. Molloy teaches the use of receipt message prior 
to completion (Fig 3d element 378; Fig 3b ( elements 310-322; col. 7 lines 30-60; col. 8 lines 7-10; col. 8 lines 46-52, col. 8 lines 60-67).
